«I ET him without siii cast 
the fifst stone," said Pro- 
fessor Salvemini in his address 
to the People's Forum last 
night, referring to Britain and 
France's deriuriciartiori of Italy's 
uiflji-ovoked attack on Ethiopia. 
With the record of their own 
conquests in Africa staring them in 
the face, neither has any right to de- 
nounce Italy on moral grounds. 

The speaker took, one by one, Mus- 
solini's reasons for Invading Aby- 
.slnla 'and proved them futile. Ho dealt 
first- with Italy's need of room for 
disposing of her surplus pc^pulation. 
Since the World War many doors have 
been clo.scd to Italian immigration;
